Perhaps nine-tenths of the dairy 


product* of this country are produced 
from farm* where dairying is but one 
of several branches of agriculture 
carried on, aud it is bm that this 
thonld be so, for mixed farming is the 
moat profitable system, and dairying In 
connection with the growing of field 
crops and other stock is best for the 
land as well as for the man who owns 
it, says Dairy and Creamery. 


There are farms in this country 


which have actually been impover- 
ished and very much reduced in value 
because for & long series of years cows 
have been kept on them and the milk 
from them sold to cities or condensing 
factories or taken off the farm for 
some oiher purpose. 


There is a vast difference between 


selling the buttor fat to a creamery 
and returning the skimmllk to the farm 
and selling the whole rallk. But very 
little fertility is taken off the farm 
when butter alone is sold. The butter 
is produced from sun and air, the ele- 
ments being taken up by growing 
plants and transformed into feed for 
the cows and then returned in the way 
of butter fat 


The mineral elements in the milk 


and the nitrogen in it in the shape of 
protein are the things we want to keep 
on the farm, and but a triding quantity 
of these is carried away when butter 
fat alone is sold. 


The farmer who keeps a few cows 


and raises his own feed is the one who 
gets the best price for his feed and 
the most money from his cows, provid- 
ed he soils only the butter fat 


This being true, it follows that every 


such dairy farmer should plan to pro- 
duce on his own farm as large a quan- 
tity of the best feed he can, and the 
capacity of the farm will increase in 
the course of years in exactly the same 
ratio that the farmer takes advantage 
of the means at his command to make 
his farm more fertile and Ids crops 
greater. 


We hare not yet reached that looked 


for period when we can keep a cow on 
every acre of laud, but it Is entirely 
within the limits of possibility to do 
this. 


The land should be drained. The 


farmer who has a well drained farm i-< 
to a large extent Independent of ab 
normal weather conditions whether it 


j be too wet or too dry. Well drained 


land produces a better crop in any 
kind of a year than does land no' 
drained.

while it smooths and covers, it does 
not seem to harden the soil. We take 
pains to gradually harden our plants 
so that when ready to set out they will 
be able to stand the chill of tbe open 
air. 


We generally sow our seed for late 


celery in tbe open ground in April or 
else in the sash, where we often find 
we can care for it more handily. We 
prefer to sow in drills some eight or 
nine inches apart, no deeper than just 
to hide or cover, and then gently press 
with a board. In fact, if the soil is 
well roughed up and then sowed and 
then firmed with a board and then 
covered with the salt hay we find it 
better. The seed Is rather slow in ger- 
minating. As soon as plants are well 
defined in the row we begin to culti- 
vate, and as soon as the plants are well 
leaved we shear the tops off and do this 
*ich time we transplant. But we be- 
lieve in severe thinning out as soon as 
possible BO as to secure room for each 
plant to develop before pricking out. 
When the proper time conies, which is 
iate in June or early in July, for set- 
ting out for use, we will have good, 
•stocky plants.

the fireman. 


Although nearly all on board the 


train were violently shaken, none of 
the other train bands or passengers 
were injured, beyond a few 
slight 


The express was the regular night 


train which leaves Boston at 730 p. 
m.' and runs over the Boston 
and 


Maine, Central Vermont and Grand 
Trunk railroads, via 
White 
River 


Junction. 
• r 


Last night's express was made up 


of eleven cars, three of which were 
for mail, baggage and express, Pull- 
man sleepers, day ccach, and second- 
class care. As the tram was quite 
a heavy one, there had been some 
delay at points south. 


When one mile south of Northficll, 


' where there is a narrow cutting, the 
engineer was startled to see a great 
pile of rocks covering the track with- 
in range of the headlight. 


Th-3 r>reed of the train was fully 


thirty miles an hour, and there was 
scarcely an instant in which to act. 


The- loccimctive struck tha pile of 


rocks with 
a terrific 
thud, 
which 


seemed to lift th-e huge .machine into 
tne air. 


The forward cars cf the express, 


mail and baggage left the rails and 
would have piled upon the locomo- 
tive had not the 
mass 
suddenly 


swerved from the road and tumbled 
o^er the embankment, the cars sml- 
ing ahead of the engine^ in the 
de- 


scent. 


Engineer Lynch supposes he must 


have jumped- during

downward, but his memory on this 
point is not clear. His escape is re- 
garded by the other trainmen and by 
himself as miraculous.

it required half a day's labor before 
h's wangled body could be extricat- 
ed.

Poultry Fotnt*. 


When chickeus are from one to two 


weeks old, a great many die from 
bowel trouble. This can be corrected 
by taking away drinking water and 
iving scalded milk instead. 
A great many young chickens are 


killed by lice. To get rid of lice mix 
one part kerosene oil and one part lard 
and grease the heads. If this is put ou 
wliea the chickens are first hatched, it 
will keep lice off. 


For the past two seasons several 


remedies have been tried for sore head. 
The best results were obtained from 
the following mixture: Chloronaphtho- 
leum one part, lard four parts. Mix 
well and grease the whole head. If in 
an advanced stage, wash the heo '• in 
warm water to remove scabs betore 
using. 


To keep away mites and lice from 


sitting hens, paint the inside of nests 
with crude carbolic acid. This has 
been used with perfect success for the 
>ast two seasons. 


To prevent cholera in summer put 


;eu drops of sulphuric acid in one gal- 
lon of water twice a week. 


To keep away disease keep every- 


thing perfectly clean where poultry is 
kept.

About the Bees. 


In early spring or in autumn, when 


the days are cool, it is prudent not to 
open hives until near midday, when 
the field bees will then be out gather- 
ing honey. On cloudy or rainy day^ it 
is best not to open the hives at all,'for 
the field bees are then at home and 
are cross, being deprived of the privi- 
lege of gathering the precious nectar 
from the flowers. A gentleman onto 
asked mo, Whon do you take off your 
honey; at night ^heu the bees are 
asleep? 
Whereupon I informed him 


that bees never sleep. They work in- 
cessantly lor six weeks and then die 
of old ago. Their wings, which are but 
tissue, become shredded, and they fall 
to the ground on thoir way to and 
from the fields. At night is the very 
worst time to molest bees, ns some pil- 
forous persons have found out to their 
sorrow. It is true bees do not fly at 
night, but they crawl and sting. By in- 
judicious handling bees can be made 
•u>ry irritable and cross, so that they 
will sting everybody near and far and 
will remain angry and vicious for 
weeks. Therefore a beekeeper should 
be very cautious and use good judg- 
ment so as not to make his bees a nui- 
sance to his neighbors.—Farm Journal.

In the cast irrigation'is not ** in the 


tvest, absolutely necetwarjr tor the raiv 
fag of any crops: bat. like fertilizing or 
thorough cultivation, it IB a means of 
increasing the return* from land. Tbe 
whole question is whether it will pay. 
A series of experiments extending OTer 
several years at tne Wisconsin experi- 
ment station at Madison show a 
marked increase In yields of farm 
crops. 
The average increase in the 


yield of clorer hay on Irrigated land 
over that from unirrigated land baa 
been ±5 tons per acre. The average 
increase in yield of corn has been 26.05 
bushels per acre, and potatoes show a 
gain of £L9 bushels per acre. Tbe an* 
uual cost of irrigation at Madison has 
been $6.CS per acre, not including any 
interest on the investment, but Includ- 
ing ail^extra labor. At current pricea 
this leaves a net profit from irrigation 
of about $20 per acre on hay, $11 per 
acre on corn and $73 per acre on pota- 
toes. The conditions of soil and cli- 
mate at Madison do not differ from 
those of the middle west generally, and 
the results given above show that 
where water can be obtained without 
too large an outlay irrigation as a part 
of Intensive farming Is very profitable. 


For Special Crops oa Saadr Soil. 
Another series of experiments was 


begun for testing the effect of Irriga- 
tion and fertilization on sandy soils, 
such as are common in large sections 
of Michigan, Wisconsin and Minneso- 
ta.- These lands are poor in plant food 
and retain so little moisture that all 
attempts to farm them have failed. 
The experiments included the supply- 
ing of both manure and water. Manure 
alone was of little use, as there was 
not -water enough to make the plant 
food available. Water alone produced 
good results, but the application of 
both gave the best results. The cost of 
irrigation was $6.70 per acre, and the 
net gain from irrigation was as fol- 
lows: Potatoes, $30 per acre; corn, $1 
per acre; watermelons, $58 per acre; 
mushmelons, $45 per acre, Froso these 
experiments it seems that with special 
crop* irrigation of the sandy lands Is 
profitable, but the increase in yield of 
corn Is not enough to justify the ex- 
pens* of securing a water supply. 


In New Jersey water has been used 


on small fruits and vegetables, and the 
added returns due to irrigation vary a 
great deal with the seasons. Some 
years no irrigation is needed, in others 
all crops need it, but in most years 
some crops are helped by it. Professor 
Vooraees, who has charge of this work, 
reports that in his opinion irrigation 
wher« tried has paid well. Pumping 
from streams or wells Is the most com- 
mon way of getting water for fruit 
and garden Irrigation. Small plants 
furnishing water enough for from five 
to ten acres, including pump and en- 
gine, cost from $200 to $500. 


A New 'Wrinkle With Melon Vine*. 
According to a Rural New Yorker 


c&rrespondent, if one will make his 
rneloa hills fifteen days before the time 
of planting and plant in each hill 
around the center, leaving space for 
the seed in the middle, four onion sets, 
allowing the sets to be well started be- 
fore planting the melon seed, he will 
have no more trouble with the striped 
beetle and raise a crop of onions. If 
there is any difference in the varieties 
of onions, the most rapid growers 
should be used.
